Originally the baking and milling 
trades were combined and some peo­ 
ple predict that in the future this 
combination may be resumed. 
The 
immense mills which turn out tons 
of flour each day may he attached to 
gigantic bakeries which will turn this 
flour into bread with great economy 
of expenditure both of 
powder 
and 
time. 
The method of distribution for 
such great quantities of bread seems 
the hindrance which is likely to pre­ 
vent the formation of bread and flour 
trusts until some time far in the fu­ 


ture. 


Evolution of GrlncTrng. 


The flour prepared by the primitive 
baker required little machinery. 
It 
was 
made by 
simply 
crushing 
the 
grain between two stones. 
A little 
later they learned to have one stone 
hollowed out and the other rounded 
to turn upon 
it, 
the 
hollowod-out 
stone being kept stationary. 
At one 
time every woman ground the flour 
for lier own family. 
In tho rural districts, after tread 
mills, 
windmills 
and 
other powers, 
especially the w ater wheel, cam e in­ 
to use, a mill was established in each 
village. 
At first the villagers brought 
their grain and ground it themselves, 
paying a small toll to the feudal lord 
of the community for the use of the 
mill. 
L ater 
professional 
miller 
took charge of the grinding, and the 
trade of flour making became regu­ 
larly established. 
With it began the 
evolution of the crude stone machi­ 
nery into the enormous milling plants 


of today. 
The 
first 
m echanical 
contrivance 
for milling flour is known 
to have 
been tried as far back as 200 B. CL, 
although it did not interfere with the 
hand giound meal which 
for centu­ 
ries 44JJHiuued to be made in Europe 
in a manner similar to that employed 
by Central American 
women today. 
The first crude mill was known as 
a quern and while it was onerated 
by hand it made it possible to crush 
the grain n ore rapidly than by the 
c c rlier methods. Remains of prehis­ 
toric querns have been 
dug 
up 


lei sluing the Hon,*, thus s e p a r a t i n g 
^ the bran lrom the white part of the 
I grain, and making possible the hak- 
jir.g of white bread. Slaves arid crim i­ 
nals were employed to operate tiles0 
mills and a little later cattle w’ero 
also usell, in Europe during the six­ 
teenth century 
convicts 
were em­ 
ployed to grind flour 
by 
treadmill 
power. Such 
mills are 
still 
In ex­ 
istence in several 
countries. 
Cattle 
and slave mills did not precede wa­ 
ter wheel mills, aa has been believ­ 
ed. It has been w^n established that 
all three kinds of power were iii use 
j both by the early 
Greeks 
and Ro­ 
mans and probably for centuries be­ 
fore them. Windmills cam e into use 
about the twelfth century and in the 
sixteenth century tho power of 
tho 
ebb tide was also 
used 
for 
grain 
grinding purposes. 
The water was 
allowed to flow into a pond, but was 
torced to pass over a water wiled 
on its way out. In the United Stat * 
horsepower was used to grind in the 
earlier mills, 
which 
called 
for a 
laiger toll than wuis charged by mills 
operated by water or wind power. U»» 
until the last quarter 
of a century 
horsepower mills were iii operation 
In South Carolina and Texas. In tho 
latter state oxen were used to a con­ 
siderable extent. 


The rolle~ mill has been the fac­ 
tor in the development of tho mill­ 
ing industry. It is not, as has some­ 
times been 
supposed, 
an American 
industry, although tho largest roller 
mills in the world are in Minnesota. 
Tho first attempt at milling with roll­ 
ers was made in Switzerland in 1S2fl 
m d in Hungary a few 
years 
later. 
The first rnPer mill was establish* I 
in Minneapolis in I STS. 
Low and High Milling. 
Tho original 
method 
of 
milling 
Consisted of grinding 
the 
grain 
by 
placing it bet ween two crushers. Gra­ 
ham flour Is o rd in a ry 
product d 
in 
this way. This is known as low mill­ 
ing and is one of 
the 
earliest i rep­ 
resses. It produced the largest possi­ 
ble amount of 
flour 
at 
only 
ope 
grinding. 
Before 
1850 this was tho 
only method known iii Glia country. 
During tho n ext quarter of a centu­ 
ry tho high roller process cam e into 
use. 
About 
1870 a purifier 
was in­ 
vented which could be 
relied upon 
to remove dust a,id bran 
particles 
fioui ti e middlings. 
The 
middlings 
• re then reground to make the high 
grade patent flour. In a mill which 
thoroughly equipped the wheat goes 
though at least six straight “breaks’ 
or grinding pocesses, 
the 
rollers »*i 
ach 
being 
a 
little closer 
together 
than in 
the one preceding. Such a. 
mill may produce eighty direct min­ 
ing products, v a r y in g in quality from 
the finest flour to pure bran. 
Modern flour passes through three 
distinct processes in the mill, clean­ 
ing, 
tempering 
and 
grinding. 
A 
pedal machine 
removes 
all seeds 
other than those of wheat. It has dit- 
f* rent parts for the removal of sev- 
< rat kinds of seeds. 
In one of tho 
cleaning machines 
the 
grains are 
submitted to a scouring process. Iii 
another they are washed with water. 
After washing a special apparatus is 
required to dry the grain properly. 
The tempering process puts the grain 
into the best possible condition 
for 
h< ing ground.

The new w’age scale shall remain 
in force for one year from date.

They charged that Mayor Pfeiffer 
was responsible for the high taxes, 
notwithstanding the fact a commrs- 
sion fixed the rate which each person 
should pay. Campaign orators made

lected for freight and passengers in 
excess of the amount authorized by ,• 
hese laws during the period of the I 
injunction issued by 
Judge 
Smith 
McPherson soon will be instituted by 
Attorney General Barker in the state 
supreme court. 
This was announced last night by f 
Assistant 
Attorney 
General 
Fitch, 
who has made a careful study of the 
matter under the direction of the 
attorney general. 
Fitch says he has 
"ome to the definite conclusion that 
the railroads are liable for every cent 
exacted from the people since March, 
1909. in excess of 2 cents a mile for 
passengers and the amounts permit­ 
ted by the maximum freight laws. 
John T. Fitzpatrick, labor commis­ 
sioner, in an official bulletin recently 
issued, fixed the amount of excess 
collected by the railroads at approxi­ 
mately $ 17,Ooo,OOO. The exact amount 
can be determined only by an exam­ 
ination of the books of tile railroads. 
The railroads have refused to re­ 
fund money claimed by persons who 
presented receipts showing payments. 
Some business concerns kept track of 
their freight bills and demanded the 
refund of all above the amounts au­ 
thorized to be charged by the maxi­ 
mum freight law'. Fitch 
says, 
and 
payment was refused. 
The plan is to sue the railroads for 
Hie people of Missouri aud then re­ 
fund to all persons who can make le­ 
gal pr<x>f. 
All money not claimed 
would escheat to the 
s t a t e , 
Fitch 
says. 
The attorney general, through As­ 
sistant Attorney General Fitch, serv­ 
ed notice upon the railroads yester­ 
day that they must quit the practice of 
charging more than the law permits 
for excess baggage. 
Fitch says people have complained 
t i the attorney general and to the 
public service commission that they 
were compelled to pay 33 1-3 per cent 
more upon excess baggage than the 
law authorized them to charge, 
if 
the railroads do not discontinue th Ik 
and make proper charges a suit will 
be instituted to compel compliance 
with the excess baggage law. which 
permits a charge of only 12^ per 
cent of the amount of the ticket for 
excess baggage, Fitch declares. 
Fitch declared yesterday that the 
railroads are practicing discrimination 
against the people of Missouri by 
charging more for interstate trans­ 
portation than the maximum passen­ 
ger fare of either state involved. The 
state is powerless, he says, to stop 
this practice, however, and an appeal 
will be taken to the interstate com­ 
merce commission by the public ser­ 
vice commission 
of 
Missouri 
and 
those of states adjoining which have 
the 2-cent passenger rate. 
Another complaint which has been 
coming to tile attorney general and 
the public service commission with 
considerable regularity is that rail­ 
roads 
are 
collecting more than 2 
cents where passengers 
pay 
cash 
fare, as is frequently done. 
Fitch 
says this is clearly a violation of the 
2-cent passenger ’ law” 
and 
will 
he 
stopped by a suit unless voluntarily 
discontinued.
